It has been since 1919 when 
the 
early 
models 
chugged 
around frightening horses and 
livestock along the way. And 
it still is, according to the 
California Highway P a t r o l , 
concerned about people who 
are injured in falls from hor­ 
ses frightened in traffic. 


This d o e s n ’t mean that 
horse riders are completely in 
the legal saddle, since the law 
that gives them the rights of 
other drivers also gives them 
a few duties. 
Although there haven’t been 
many reports lately of horses 
making illegal lane changes, 
the law requires horseback ri­ 
ders to give proper arm sig­ 


nals to indicate turns or lane 
changes. 
If one should come across a 
horse on one’s next drive one 
should slow down as one ap­ 
proaches 
and 
if 
necessary 
stop if he appears frightened, 
says the highway patrol. 
The same holds true for live­ 
stock, and under law. one- 
must stop if the person “ driv­ 
ing, rid;ng or in charge” of 
the animal signals or requests 
one to stop. 
Horseback riders, for their 
part, must ride as far to the 
right as possible, in the same 
manner as “ as slow moving 
vehicles.” 
Riders also must not follow 
too closely to vehicles or other 
horses ahead, apparently to 
provide ample braking dist­ 
ance.

Marin, Sonoma Campuses Rocking 
With Emotion Over War. Deaths 


Reagan's 
Order Hit 
At State 


By BONNIE BARD 


Sonoma S t a t e College 
students yesterday reject­ 
ed Gov. Ronald Reagan’s 
plan for a return to nor­ 
malcy Monday and vowed 
to continue the strike at 
least through Tuesday. 


The campus was deserted 
today except for a few stu­ 
dents on a picket line at the 
main entrance and a few who 
had gathered at the offices of 
the associated students. 


In yesterday afternoon’s six- 
hour convocation, the students 
reacted angrily to the gover­ 
nor's decision to close the cam­ 
pus until Monday. Many argued 
the decision had no effect be­ 
cause the college had already 
been boycotted by the students. 
A plan to attempt to keep the 
campus open in defiance of the 
governor’s edict was rejected 
because of fear that force might 
be used to clear the campus. 


After continuous and heated 
debate, 
students 
said 
they 
would extend their strike and 
keep off campus Monday and 
r turn Tuesday at 10 a.m. for 
another convocation to decide 
on how long to remain out of 
classes. 


The convocation began calmly 
in a morning mass meeting and 
continued into small discussion 
groups, but when about 2.000 
students, faculty and staff mem­ 
bers gathered later in the field 
house, 
the 
meeting fell 
into 
chaos filled with angry debate 
on the level of commitment that 
should be made to antiwar ac­ 
tivity. 


A proposal by moderates to 
return to normal activity and 
classes on Monday failed when 
only 107 voted in support. Offi­ 
cials estimated that more than 
half the student body of 3.000 
was present for the meeting. 


Also 
receiving 
immediate 
condemnation was a proposal 
for a 
complete strike 
and 
abandonment of the campus 
for the r e m a i n d e r of the 
semester. 


The students agreed that the 
campus facilities must be kept 
open to serve as a coordination 
center 
for antiwar 
activities. 
They said students who wished 
to return 
to regular classes 
Monday could do so, but said 
they 
hoped 
that 
the classes 
would be devoted to a discussion 
of the Southeast Asian war and 
the deaths of the four students

Some Violence As Campuses Close

Firebombs damaged buildings 
at four college campuses in the 
nation today as students contin­ 
ued protest against the war in 
Indochina and the killing of four 
Kent State University students 
in Ohio. 
Blazes of suspicious origin hit 
seven other schools, including

Western Reserve in Ohio. 
More than 80 colleges and uni­ 
versities were officially closed 


and the National Student Infor­ 


mation Center at Brandéis Uni­ 


versity in Waltham. Mass., said 
students at 337 institutions have 
left classes to join the antiwar 
strike. 


Meanwhile t o d a y . National 
guardsmen continued their evac­ 
uation of the Kent campus.

Reagan Calls For Peaceful Youth 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov 
Reagan asked California's mil­ 
lion college and university stu­ 
dents to shun violence and join 
him in a new beginning — “ a

The Republican governor or­ 
dered the nine University of 
California campuses and the 19 
state colleges closed for four 
days starting today in an effort 
to avoid violence growing out 
of student antiwar demonstra­ 
tions. 


He asked that students return 
Monday, which “ can be the first 
day of a new time . . . of an 
honest, 
nonviolent search 
for 
answers and solutions." 
In 
a 
15-minute 
statewide 
radio and television broadcast 
Wednesday night. Reagan urged 
students to “ go to your homes 
. . . see if there is not a better 


way than going on with the 
torch and the club” 


11 not. he added, “ as surely 
as the sun rises, there will be 
more Kest Universities, prob­ 
ably in California.”

Challenges Report

SAN FRANCISCO—The Bay 
sArea's chief smog officer yes­ 
terday politely challenged a re­ 
port presented last month by a 
Stanford 
University 
biologist 
yvhieh concluded that industry, 
not the automobile, is the princi­ 
ple source of air pollution. 
The biologist, Edward Groth 
III, had said pollution control of- 
f 


icials claim the reverse is true, 
rhe automobile may emit more 
pollutants, Groth said in effect, 
*but industry emits more danger­ 
ous pollutants. 
But D. J. Callaghan, chief ad­ 
ministrative officer of the Bay 
iArea Air Pollution Control Dis­ 
trict, said in a report to the dis­ 
trict board that placing heavier 
blame on industry on the basis 
of Groth’s calculations is unfair. 
By weighing the health dan­ 
ger of various contaminants 
(contained in the air, Groth de­ 
termined that industry accounts 
for 48.6 per cent and automo­ 
biles, 43.4 per cent, of pollution, 
contrasting with f i g u r e s re­ 
leased by district smog comba­ 
tants of 8.5 per cent and 77.6 per 
cent, respectively 
Callaghan and Groth mistak- 
o n 1 y combined contaminants 


I such as photochemical smog, 


j sulfur dioxide, carbon monoxide 
and nitrogen dioxide to reach 
his conclusion. They should be 
; kept separate, he said, attach- 
: ing to his report a table showing 
the contribution of the automo- 
i bile and industry to the amount 
: of each contaminant in the air. 
For instance, industry contrib­ 
utes 92 per cent of thes ulfer 
I dioxide, but autos only 4.7 per 
; cent. In contrast, he said. 85 per 
• cent of the carbon monoxide can 
be laid to the auto, he added, 
but less than 1 per cent to indus- 
■ try. 
Callaghan proposed releasing 
such a table to the public. 
Groth concurred it would aid 
citizens understanding of the 
pollution problem.

SAN FRANCISCO - Direc­ 
tors of the Bay Area Air Pollu­ 
tion Control District supported 
the public’s right yesterday to 
speak out at hearings on indus­ 
try requests for variances to 
antismog regulations. 
The decision, which called 
upon the district hearing board 
to seek modification of its pro­ 
cedures to allow citizens to tes­ 
tify, came after representatives 
of two Contra Costa County 
g r o u p s complained that the 
public had been barred from 
speaking at a recent hearing 
into a variance for a Richmond 
firm that manufactures asphalt 
shingles. 


The complaints were coupled 
with calls that the district board 
appoint a representative of the 
community at large to a vacan­ 
cy on the hearing panel. 


Jean Siri of the West Contra 
Costa Conservation L e a g u e 
called the treatment by the 
hearing board rude. The’ occa­ 
sion was an April 14 hearing 
into a variance request by Cer­ 
tain-Teed Products. 
Also protesting was Ralph 
Warner of the Contra Costa Le­ 
gal Services Foundation, which 
represents 
residents 
fighting 
pollution and industry odors in 
the North Richmond area. “ It’s 
illegal and improper for the 
hearing board to deny us the 
r i g h t to testify,” he said, 
threatening legal action if it 
occurred again. 


Laurence D. Kelly, chairman 
of the district board, likened the 
hearing board to a court and 
said he doubted the district 
board 
could do anything to 
c h a n g e the procedure, estab­ 
lished under state law. 
Warner argued, however, that 
“ it. was not a court proceeding; 
only quasi-judicial.” 
Matthew S. Walker, attorney 
for the district, said discretion 
lay with the hearing officer on 
whether witnesses not filing for­ 
mal papers prior to the hearing 
will be permitted to speak. “ In 
this case, he chose not to hear 
them, that’s all,” Walker said. 
District board member Wil­ 
liam R. Jelavich was a leader 
in the move to encourage a 
change in the hearing rules, 
saying, “ It represents damn 
poor judgment on the part of 
the hearing chairman and it re­ 
flects poorly on this board. Is 
this kind of thing going to be a 
credit to the district?” 


Warner and Mrs. Sin also ex­ 
pressed dismay the district had 
not cracked down on polluters in 
the Richmond area. A group of 
angry residents of the region 
had complained to the district 
board in March that industry 
was deliberately avoiding regu­ 
lations. 
At that time, an investigation 
was promised but Warner as­ 
serted that “ no action has been 
taken to change anything in 
Richmond.” He noted the air 
was heavily fouled last week­ 
end. 
The board .agreed to hold its 
next meeting in Richmond City 
Hall June 10 to hear further 
from citizens and to consider 
staff reports. 
Yesterday’s meeting was the 
last for John A. Miskimen of 
San Rafael, who relinquished 
his seat when he resigned from 
the San Rafael City Council this 
week. It was also the last ses­ 
sion for Kelly and Morton L. Po­ 
dolsky, neither of whom sought 
reelection as city councilmen.

“ I believe the time has come 
for the academic community, 
students and faculty, to at last 
admit that 
whatever 
griev­ 
ances, whatever legitimate com­ 
plaints they have had with re­ 
gard to the university, its pur­ 
poses, goals or functions, they 
are in no way related to the 
cause of the real radicals. 
“ I realize there are limita­ 
tions on the capacity of the uni­ 
versity administrators with re­ 
gard to identifying participants 
on the larger campuses and, 
thus, being able to utilize swift 
and certain punishment. The 
missing factor in this equation 
is to be found among the great 
majority of students and facul­ 
ty members. The time has come 
for them to make some deci­ 
sions — namely that a number 
of duly authorized campus or­ 
ganizations, consistent instiga­ 
tors of the violence, and partici­ 


pants in that violence should no 
longer be entitled to campus 
recognition or acceptance. That 
students and faculty repudiate 
those who have brought vio­ 
lence t o the campus and the 
community, and take every step 
possible to separate themselves 
from 
those 
individuals 
and 
groups. Then, shouldn’t you stu- 
i dents and faculty members re­ 
view your policy with regard to 
campus speakers who have no 
truly educational value but who 
are invited on some unfounded 
assumption that to refuse to 
hear them is in some way a 
denial of free speech? Haven’t 
many of these speakers de­ 
meaned and degraded the uni­ 
versity? 
“Then, if the University is in­ 
deed engaged in a search for 
truth, isn’t it time to have a 
real review and critique of all 
that has taken place in the 
name of protest to determine 
once and for all the true nature 
of these several years of dis­ 
order — and whether there was 
not indeed a pattern and a 
meaning beyond just the first 
assumption that this was evi­ 
dence of youthful ferment, and 
an expression of youthful ideal­ 
ism? Have the causes for which 
the protestors marched been 
truly the causes 
they pro­ 
nounced, or did they march 
simply in the name of disrup­ 
tion, borrowing causes as justi­ 
fication 
for 
their 
violence? 
Hasn’t the time come — in a 
real atmosphere of academic 
freedom and the spirit of good 
will—when administrators, edu­ 
cators, students, the public and 
government can find the an­ 
swers to the problems of im­ 
personality in the university, 
proper support of education, the 
goals of education, and the busi­ 
ness of improving the process 
of learning? 
“ I make these only as sug­ 
gestions as some of the things 
that have not been done and 
perhaps could be done. 
“They are matters properly 
to be settled by you within the 
academic community. I will 
simply say from my position 
there must be an end to the 
violent disruption of the cam­ 


pus and the end must begin 
now. 
“ I know these are troubled 
times. I know many of us are 
anxious about the future. About 
the economic situation. About 
Vietnam. About the problems of 
the campus. In the stillness of 
the night, I am sure that many 
of us ask ourselves upon oc­ 
casion ‘what has happened? 
What has gone wrong?’ 
“ We do have problems. And 
it is important that we face 
them with candor and frank­ 
ness. But it is also important 
that we face them with faith, 
and with a knowledge that we 
have ample strength within our­ 
selves — and among ourselves 
— to solve them. 
“This nation has had prob­ 
lems before—we have met them 
and the American system has 
prevailed. That system works; 
it is working now. There is no 
need for despair or fear; what 
is needed now is clarity of rea­ 
son, common sense, and the 
power of prayer. 
“Several weeks ago this state 
—this nation—was united in an 
outpouring of faith and prayer 
that the crew of Apollo 13 be 
returned safely to earth. For 
four days we were one — one 
; with the men in that tiny craft, 
and one with each other. 
“If, in these four days ahead 
we would embark on that same 
oneness, if we would use that 
I same power of prayer and put 
! some faith to work — faith in 
each other, in ourselves, and in 
our nation — we can continue 
the American journey in bright­ 
ness and hope, with courage 
and promise. 
“ During a dinner at Mount 
Vernon many years ago, it is 
said Lafayette turned to his 
host, General Washington, and 
said ‘General, you Americans; 
— even in war and desperate!

“ Washington, it is said, was 
quiet for a moment and then he 
replied, 
‘There 
is 
freedom.: 
There is space for a man to be, 
alone and think ... and, there i 


are friends who owe each other 
nothing but affection.' 
“ Well, all of this is still true 
in this land—especially so in 
California. 
“ We have accomplished so 
much and yet we have no time 
to be idle nor misdirected be­ 
cause there is so much still to 
be done ... such a bright fu- 
tuture to be won. 
“ Whatever the name for it, 
man has always had a dream 
of Camelot. That mythical place 
of truth and justice and brother­ 
hood where all men live in 
peace. 
“ No one has ever come closer 
to the realization of that dream 
than we have here in this land. 
For 200 years our national pur­ 
pose has been to defend and en­ 
hance every man’s right to 
chart his own way, to follow 
his own star. Now ft is true that 
you and I — all of us — have 
fallen short at times and failed 
that dream — but if we look 
closely we find the dream has 
never failed us, it has always 
been there. 
“This is Camelot, man’s last 
and best chance to make the 
myth a reality. 
“ But, Camelot can be lost if 
we fail even for an instant in 
time to remember that the last­ 
ing values — the treasures of 
true worth — the things to be 


preserved and handed on to our 
children are the things for 
which men have always been 
willing to give their all. 
“ Camelots are not built by 
shouting slogans or holding sit- 
ins or expressing hatred fo r 
some mysterious ‘they’ whom 
we can blame for whatever 
cause we are protesting. 
“ Camelots are made by build­ 
ing schools and hospitals, fight­ 
ing smog, moving water, build­ 
ing roads, by giving every man 
his right to dream and be what­ 
ever his manhood can make 
him. 
“ Camelots are made by hav­ 
ing common courtesy as well as 
compassion for one another. By 
realizing sometimes when we 
are arguing with someone stu­ 
pid that he may be doing the 
same thing. 


“ All of this I know may sound 
mundane and not as exciting as 
a riot, but actually it is where 
the action is. 
“ And you of the ‘now’ genera­ 
tion are very much needed in 
that constructive action.

I wouldn’t 
like having them read a dirty 
book. I’d be uneasy. But I'd 
be 
m ore 
uneasy 
pretending 
I ’m for freedom and yet not 
allowing it to those under my 
control. 


Would I permit my daughter 
to engage in premarital sex? I 
doubt if I’d have anything to 
say about it. But if I did, I 
would accept it, if it resulted 
from deep mutual love. Once I 
would not have approved open­ 
ly, even though I have always 
approved secretly of the girls I 
had affairs with and have seen 
: nothing wrong in what they did. 


I traveled a long and tortuous 
route before I could give these 
answers. So that you will under- 
: stand why these are my an­ 
swers, I want to describe my 
I journey briefly. 


I was born and raised in the 
| Midwest by 
parents, 
each of 
whom had migrated to the Unit­ 
ed States from a small Russian 
| village while still a youngster. 


T h e y 
both 
cam e 
from 
homes 
where it 
was consi­ 
dered unseemly for parents to 
discuss m atters of sex openly 
in front of or with their chil­ 
dren. And so. in turn, my par­ 
ents never discussed sex in 
front of me or with me. Un­ 
wittingly, they made sex a 
furtive and underground sub­ 
ject, as do most parents. 


Throughout much of my pre- 
adolescense I thought that there 
were three parties involved in 
the birth of a baby. The third 
party was the stork. Not until I 
was 
in gram m ar school, 
and 
saw a University of Wisconsin 
sex 
education 
film, 
was 
the 
matter somewhat c l a r i f i e d . 
Then I knew it had to do with 
human beings and seeds. And 
not until gram m ar school was I 
entirely certain what an adult 
female looked like anatomically. 
One afternoon, in a manual arts 
class, some more advanced con­ 
temporary 
permitted 
m e 
to 
peek at a photograph of a nude 


woman. The veil fell from my 
eyes. 


As to the classical four-letter 
word. I had heard it spoken but 
I had never seen it in print until 
my first year in high school. 
Then I saw it twice. In a dirty 
“Tillie the Toiler'’ cartoon book­ 
let smuggled in from Mexico. 
And in a mimeographed copy of 
the so-called dirty parts of a 
banned book written by Jam es 
| Joyce and entitled 
“ Ulysses.” 
The latter was being rented out 
by 
some 
clever 
Northwestern 
University undergraduates. 


And 
yes, 
there 
were 
bad 
girls and good girls. Ju st be­ 
fore I graduated from high 
school, a very “ nice” girl was 
expelled from school because 
a teacher discovered she had 
been distributing her favors 
too freely among her m ale 
classm ates. Suddenly, she was 
a “ bad” girl. 


In 
short, 
in 
my 
formative 
years, that part of love that is 
sex was generally considered a 
synonym for sinful. 


That is howr I was brought up. 
That’s how all of my friends 
were brought up — in fact, how 
most of Depression America's 
adolescents 
were 
brought 
up. 
Most of us have changed a 
good 
deal, 
become 
healthier, 
but we haven’t been able to 
change enough. 


As a result, each of us still 
lives with two of ourselves, 
the self who behaves a certain 
way out of habit and the other 
self 
who 
wants 
to 
behave 
more freely. 


I can give a personal example 
of this duality found in each of 
us. I grew up with the accepted 
idea that nudity on the stage, 
screen, in a book, was shocking 
and pornographic, and nudity in 
real life was acceptable only 
when you were in private, alone 
with a member of the opposite 
sex. preferably your legal mate. 
Yet, this p r i s s y inhibition 
nagged me. I knew better. The 
human body unadorned was de­ 


cent and healthy and there was 
nothing obscene about it. Com­ 
ing to understand that. I wrote 
a 
scene 
in 
my 
novel. 
“ The 
Prize,'’ where my protagonist. 
Andrew Craig, goes to find a 
Swedish girl. He learns that she 
is at a nudist meeting, and to 
get into the meeting he must un­ 
dress. He is reluctant and fear­ 
ful about doing so. But he does 
so. And then he finds the act of 
accepting nudity liberating and 
natural and very unsexy. 


Yet a year later, while on the 
French Riviera, I was invited 
by a male friend and two young 
ladies to joing them in a trip to 
the nearby lie du Levant, a fa­ 
mous nudists’ paradise. 


Did I accept? I copped out, 
made some excuse. The inner 
me desired it, believed in it. 
The outer me was still shac­ 
kled to a figleaf. 


However, the chasm between 
what 
I 
preached 
and what 
I 
practiced was finally faced af­ 
ter 1 
wrote “ The Seven Min­ 
utes.” 1 had no second thoughts 
about 
allowing 
my 
then 
13- 
year-old 
daughter. 
Amy. 
and 
my then 20-year-old son, Daivd, 
to read it. 


The first showdown was inad­ 
vertently 
brought 
on 
by 
my 
13-year-old daughter. 


One night when my wife and I 
were going out to a dinner par­ 
ty. our daughter asked us to 
pick up the latest issue of a can­ 
did weekly underground Los An­ 
geles newspaper. This radical, 
anti-establishment newspaper is 
long on short words, wide open 
on sex, way out on politics and 
music. But after all, young peo­ 
ple in our time, growing up in 
an age where the Vietnam war 
is a daytime serial on television, 
aren't going to be satisfied with 
reading only “ Little Women.” 


At the dinner party, quite 
by c o i n c i d e n c e , the host 
brought out a copy of this un­ 
derground weekly to read us a 
political expose. Then he pro­ 
ceeded to read us some advice 


on aberrant sexual behavior 


— from a column by Dr. Hip­ 


pocrates — which appalled my 


wife and several other guests. 
A debate ensued over the suit­ 
a b i l i t y of purchasing this 
newspaper for Amy. The m a­ 
jority ( » p i n i o n was that I 
should not. I went along. 


Returning home, 1 told Amy 
that the paper was not suitable 
reading material for her 
She 
was stunned. And then she was 
eloquent. “ Look. Cut out any­ 
thing about sex. so I won’t be 
depraved, but at least let me 
read about the politics, student 
protests, rock groups. Why don't 
you do that?" she suggested. I 
was horrified. I said. “ Do you 
want me to censor what you 
read — me — the author of 
“ The Seven Minutes?" What in 
the devil do you think I a m ?” 


And Amy said. “ Right now, 
Dad. you're a censor — and I 
thought all along you believed 
what you were writing in your 
book.” 


I did believe what I had writ­ 
ten in my book. But acting on 
one's beliefs is often difficult. 
Yet. 1 reminded myself, there 
was no scientific evidence that 
any reading matter containing 
explicit or realistic sex content 
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had ever harmed any youngster 
or adult. 


Decision. 
My 
wife 
and 
I 
agreed. Amy could have the 
underground 
newspaper. She 
was mature enough. 


I 
I. for one. do not want to force 
anyone on earth to be exposed 
to sexually explicit material 
1 
recognize that there is good por­ 
nography and bad pornography 
Good 
pornography 
can 
be 
read in the 
Bible, 
Chaucer, 
Shakespeare. Good pornogra­ 
phy deals with reality in an 
honest way; it represents life. 
Bad pornography has nothing 
to do with life. It exaggerates 
all aspects of sex for com m er­ 
cial gain. Yet, I do not fed 
that even bad pornography is 
harmful — and I feel that all 
pornography, since it cannot 
he proved harm ful. Is Consti­ 
tutionally protected. 


However, many people disa­ 
gree with me, and they have the 
right to reject this pornography. 
Not by banning what they don’t 
like and keeping such material 
from me — but by being pro­ 
tected. through new law>. from 
having 
explicit 
sexual 
matter 
forced upon them through the 
mail or 
in 
public exhibitions.

Yet. how free can each one of 
us be? 
I suspect that today each of us 
can be much freer than we’ve 
been before. Freer with himsetf, 
with his fellows, but each in his 
own 
way. 
And 
the 
hope 
of 
achieving this freedom lives in 
one magic word 
Honesty.

Based by Elinor Jones on au­ 
tobiographical fragments, 
the 
drama evokes with compelling 
sensitivity the complex inner 
spirit of one who loved life fully 
if not always wisely. 
In the title role, Zoe Caldwell 
moves with bold dash, fiery hu­ 
mor and tender subtlety in a 
performance that must rank 
among her very best. 
The narrative begins with the 
heroine at age 15, learning from 
her mother—in the person of 
Mildred Dunnock—the job of a 
sunrise as well as the decorum 
of existence.

Hiking Interest Rate Held 
A Must For Middle School 


Tiburón Defendant On 


Murder Trial Stand 


Mill Valley voters, who are 
being asked to hike the allow­ 
able interest rate on $260,000 in 
previously authorized school 
bonds from 5 to 7 per cent in the 
June 2 el ect i on, are being 
warned that the planned middle 
school may be delayed if the 
election fails. 
This gloomy prediction is con­ 
tained in the ballot argument 
for passage of the measure and 
mentioned in pained tones at 
meetings of the Mill Valley 
School District board. 
Voters in 1967 approved a $3.5 
million bond issue to be sold at 
a maximum of 5 per cent inter­ 
est for middle school construc­ 
tion and repair of neighborhood 
schools. Bonds t o t a l i n g $2,- 
740.000 were sold, and $200,000 
was used for neighborhood 
schools. 
After paying some architect 
fees for design of the middle 
school, the district has about 
$2.5 million left for the school’s 
construction. Bids for another 
$500,000 in bonds, also at the 5 
per cent maximum rate, were 
called for last month, but Tues­ 
day’s deadline came and went 
without a single offer to buy, ac­ 
cording to Carroll D. Killings- 
worth, district business mana­ 
ger. 


It's too late to include the 
'.000 in the June 2 ballot, he 
said, so the district will be short 
by between that amount and 
$760.000, depending on the re­ 
sults of the voting. 
\ The Mill Valley School Dis­ 
trict board was caught by sur­ 
prise April 27 when board mem­ 
bers realized the district hand’t 
even formed a citizens commit­ 
tee to push for approval of the 
interest rate hike. A group was 
quickly organized at that meet­ 
ing. 
Trustees said they had expect­ 
ed a flood of publicity in favor 
of proposition 7, which asks vot­ 
ers to raise from 5 to 7 per cent 
the allowable interest payable 
on state bonds. This publicity 
would carry over to the local 
election, the board reasoned. 
But such publicity has failed 
¡to materialize, so the school 
board decided it had better put 
forth the effort itself. 
The ballot argument, mailed 
to all voters in the district be­ 
fore the election, states that the 
bonds cannnot be sold in today’s 
inflated bond market “because 
of the dramatic rise in interest 
rates since 1967.” 
The effect on the average 
homeowner would be minimal, 
the argument says. The owner 


i of a $30.000 house would pay 
about 75 cents a year more. Ap­ 
proval would mean an increase 
of less than 1 per cent per $100 
assessed valuation. 
No argument against the in­ 
crease was included in the bal­ 
lot mailing because none was 
submitted, according to the 
county elections office. 
Voters have been generous in 
bond and tax rate increase elec­ 
tions in the past, but the margin 
of victory has been shrinking 
steadily and the last tax election 
last June, which sought to raise 
the rate 75 cents per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation, failed by a 
wide margin, 3,084 to 2,585. 
Voters in 1961 overwhelmingly 
approved a $500,000 bond issue 
to construct 16 additional class­ 
rooms, 5,025 to 1,681. A tax in­ 
crease election the next year 
from $1.50 to $2.25 per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation, was approved, 
but the vote was closer, 2.906 to 
2,144. 
The last bond election, from 
which this election’s $260,000 is 
a holdover, was held in 1967. 
Voters gave approval to the 
bonds by a scant 30-vote mar­ 
gin, 3.065 to 1.487. A two-thirds 
majority is required for bond 
elections under the state law\

Lomax Scolds EOC Board During 


Soul-Searching Goals Session 


The governing board of the 
Marin County Economic Oppor­

“We have babied you. we

carried you . . . and yet a full 
one-third the board doesn’t at­ 
tend meetings every month.” he 
fumed. 
Eddie Ulibarri, one of three 
Latin members of the board, 
earlier had criticized a lack 
of attendance by his colleagues 
and EOC staff at last week­ 
end’s festival, sponsored by the 
EOC’s English class for Spanish­ 
speaking persons, and wondered 
why no Latins were seated at 
the head table at the agency’s 
annual dinner last month.

Israeli troops killed four Arab 
infiltrators in a running battle 
through a forest 13 miles nor­ 
theast of Haifa, the military 
command announced. 
The guerrillas, on their deep­ 
est penetration from Lebanon 
since the 1967 Middle East war, 
clashed with the Israelis near 
Ahihud, about 13 miles south of 
the Lebanese frontier. 
Three Israelis were wounded 
in the fighting, and troops and 
helicopters fanned out in a 
search for other infiltrators. 
Weapons, ammunition, sabotage 
materials and food were found 
on the bodies of the dead guer­ 
rillas. 
It was the second deep pene­ 
tration from Lebanon in a week. 
Earlier, guerrillas fought Israeli 
troops near Safad, about 10 
miles from the frontier. 
Arab guerrillas, in Lebanon 
also fired Soviet 120mm rockets 
at a school in Kiryat Shmona, in 
Upper G a l i l e e , killed a 17- 
year-old girl and wounded her 
father and her sister, the mili 
tary command said. 
The rockets ripped through 
the school, but did not injure 40 
visiting children sleeping in a 
classroom. A number of houses 
were damaged. 
The military command said 
two other Israeli settlements on 
the Israel-Lebanon frontier were 
shelled during the night, but 
there were no reports of casual­ 
ties or damage.

Bench Hopefuls 
Air Varied Views 


By MARY LEYDECKER 


Questions about student un­ 
rest and drug abuse in Marin 
County brought lively but vary­ 
ing responses yesterday from 
five candidates for the Marin 
Municipal Court judge’s seat up 
for grabs in the June 2 election. 


After giving brief talks about 
their backgrounds and views on 
the judgeship before a luncheon 
meeting of the San Rafael Lions 
Gub, the candidates responded 
to questions from the audience 
on the two topics. 
(The other seven candidates 
have been invited to address the 
club next Wednesday. One can­ 
didate, Thomas T. Storer, with­ 
drew from the race earlier this 
week.) 
Here is a summary on the 
candidates’ views on the two 
questions: 


STUDENT UNREST 


Frank Solomon — “ There is a 
need not only to enforce laws 
but to reach young persons,” he 
said, adding that he hated to see 
“ idealistic young people go to 
jail and then come out grad­ 
uates of a crime school.” He 
said he felt a judge should be 
neither too permissive nor too 
stiff in sentencing youthful of­ 
fenders. 
Joshua W. Thomas — “ People 
who resort to violence have lost 
faith in the democratic pro­ 
cess,” he said. He stated that he 
would “ tend to take a hard 
line” against persons convicted 
of violence feeling that “ the si­ 
tuation must be met head-on.”

The awards are given each 
year to Americans who have ov­ 
ercome humble beginnings and 
achieved success. Tbe presenta­ 
tions were made Wednesday by 
Dr. Norman Vincent Peale, pas­ 
tor of the Marble Collegiate 
Church, at a ceremony in the 
Waldorf Astoria Hotel. 
Peale is national chairman of 
the American Schools and Col­ 
leges Association, which makes 
the awards. 
Among the winners in addi­ 
tion to Fong and Stokes was Lu­ 
ther H. Hodges, former U.S. 
secretary of commerce, who 
was born on a tenant farm in 
North Carolina. 


Tom Thomer — “ I’m abso­ 
lutely opposed to v i o 1 e n c e,” 
Thomer said, but added that the 
“ real solution is to eliminate 
some of the causes of student 
unrest.” He cited the Cambodia 
situation as one of the reasons. 
Harold J. Truett — “ Any 
judge or lawyer who w-ould con­ 
done violence is going against 
his own profession, the law, 
whose object is to promote har­ 
mony,” he said. He added, how­ 
ever, that young persons, like 
labor unions in their early days, 
are expressing social problems 
in ways threatening to the rest 
of society. He thought that “ in a 
few years youth will be able to 
express itself in ways we can 
understand.” 
Ernest C. Zunino —“ I don’t 
know the cause of student un­ 
rest,” he said, “ but I suspect it 
begins in the home.” He cited 
irresponsibility and disrespect 
for authority as qualities lead­ 
ing to violence and concluded 
that “ everyone has the right to 
dissent but not violently.”

Frank Solomon — He listed a 
six-point program which includ­ 
ed setting up a drug abuse 
school to which convicted drug 
offenders would be sent, setting 
upa separate drug abuse de­ 
partment in court, having offen­ 
ders serve work sentences in 
drug abuse wards of hospitals, 
making drop-outs work as a 
condition of probation, treat­ 
ment of addicts and prompt 
punishment of pushers. 
Joshua W. Thomas — He re­ 
commended making it “ so ex­ 
pensive for the seller to operate 
in Marin County” that he would 
not come here. As for users of 
drugs, Thomas said that he did 
not think rehabilitation was in 
the realm of the municipal court 
and that the community should 
come up with plans. He did re­ 
commend, however, that “ some 
punishment be imposed, even on 
first offenses.” 
Tom Thorner — “ Everyone^ 
agrees what to do with the push- 
ers,” Thorner said, adding that 
the user is the difficult problem. | 
H e 
recommended 
extensive 
drug education programs start-1 
ing for youngsters 11 or 12 years 
old and continuing through 
adults. 
Harold J. Truett — He said 
that marijuana and the opiates 
are mostly imported into this 
country but that there are “mil­ 
lions and millions of all kinds of 
pills produced legally here that 
get onto the black market.” He' 
asked that legitimate drug man-1 
ufacturers be “ gotten after” to 
cut down this flow of drugs such 
as pep pills. 
Ernest C. Zunino — “ Marin 
County has now gone through 
the same transition as large ci­ 
ties,” he said, adding that mari­ 
juana became prevalent in Mar­ 
in five or 10 years ago and is 
still present in large amounts 
but now there is also “ a signifi­ 
cant amount of heroin” in the 
He also recommended 
drug education programs for 
parents and youngsters.

Demos Halt Tax 
Reform Package 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Solid 
Democratic 
opposition 
has 
forced Republicans to abandon 
efforts to move Gov Reagan's 
top-priority tax reform package 
through the legislature at this 
time. 


Backers of Reagan’s $1 billion 
plan of tax reductions, increases 
and shifts said the next move is 
up tOj the Assembly Democrats 
who are blocking action. 


The Democrats said their op­ 
position will continue until Rea­ 
gan agrees to endorse a big 
boost in state 
aid 
to 
local 
schools; greater tax relief for 
homeowners and renters; and 
tighter plugging of tax breaks 
given to such businesses as oil. 


Reagan and most lawmakers 
of both parties had insisted that 
this was the year that tax re­ 
form must be passed. But it1 
was hung up again Wednesday | 
in partisan discord, just as it 
has been in every recent year. 


The author of the legislation, 
Republican Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam T. Bagley of San Rafael, 
tried to gain reconsideration of 
the vote which had defeated his 
package 
Monday. 
Democrats 
thwarted 
the moe 
by again 
using Monday’s tactics — re­ 
fusing to vote at all. 


Afterward, Bagley said the 
program “ is in a state of sus­ 
pended animation. The Demo 
crats have killed the bill for the 
time being.” 


He said the matter will come 
up again when Democrats as­ 
sure him they will provide the 
votes needed to move a tax re­ 
form program to the Senate — 


j and that's a two-thirds margin 
1 of 54 in the lower house.

I leader. John J. Miller of Berke­ 
ley. told reporters “ I would 
hope you say we killed the bill 
because it's an awful bad bill.” 
He added. “ I suspect ... th e

He then said “ any shifting of 
tax burdens in a revenue pack­ 
age is a meaningless hoax” un 
less it meets the three condi­ 
tions Democrats set.

Alquist Gets Senate Nod 
On Presidential Primary 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - For 
the fourth time Sen. Alfred E. 
Alquist, has convinced the Se­ 
nate to approve his proposal to 
transplant the open style presi­ 
dential primary to California. 
Alquist twice has had such 
bills vetoed by Gov. Reagan 
and once a similar proposal 
died in the Assembly. 
But a coalition of liberal and 
conservative Republicans helped 
the San Jose Democrat push 
through twin proposals Wednes­ 
day calling for easier ballot 
listing for nationally recognized 
presidential candidates instead 
of the present system which 
favors 
incumbent 
governors 
who seek to run as favorite 
sons. 


The measures now go to the 
Assembly. Conservative Repub­ 
lican John G. Schmitz said the 
present system is 
“ fraught” ; 
with boss ism. 


Schmitz said the Alquist propo-; 
sal could be an improvement. 
Reagan ran as a favorite son 
candidate in 1968. thus giving 
California Republicans no alter­ 
native choice for a presidential 
candidate. 


But Sen. James R. Mills, D- 
San Diego, said both parties 
had been guilty of allowing in­ 
cumbent governors to use poli­ 
tical power to wrap up support 
for themselves rather than give 
voters a free choice. 
The Alquist concept 
is 
to 
give the secretary of state pow­ 
er to authorize a ballot slot for 
any nationally recognized presi­ 
dential candidate. Any candidate 
could remove himself from the 
race on his own request. 
The measures passed by votes! 
of 30 to 6 and 27 to 7. The pro-! 
posal must draw a similar two- ’ 
thirds vote of approval in the 
Assembly.

Doves are still outnumbered in 
the House. But in a sometimes 
angry five-hour debate Wednes­ 
day over U.S. involvement In 
Cambodia, they showed they 
are growing in numbers.

We Write A 
To President 


President Richard M. Nixon, 
White House, 
Washington. D.C. 
Dear Mr. Nixon: 


Twenty months ago, on Sept. 19, 
* 1968, as your campaign for the presi­ 
dency of the United States was at its 
crescendo, you made a speech in which 
you said: 
“The next President must u n i t e 
A m e r i c a . He must calm its angers, 
ease its terrible frictions, and bring its 
people together once again in peace 
and mutual respect.” 
W h e n you were inaugurated as 
President on Jan. 20, 1969, you said 
the m o t t o of your administration 
would be, “Bring us together.” 
TODAY, across this broad a n d 
once-admired land there is little unity. 
In many p l a c e s there is what looks 
very near to guerrilla civil war. 
On March 7, 1968, as you launched 
your c a m p a i g n for the Republican 
nomination for President, you made a 
speech in which you said: 
“Our first commitment as a nation, 
in this time of crisis and questioning, 
must be a commitment to order.” 
TODAY, what we see in the streets 
and on the campuses looks far more 
like anarchy than order. 
In one of your final c a m p a i g n 
speeches, on Oct. 16, 1968, you ad­ 
dressed yourself to youth, and these 
were your words: 
“To the young people of America, 
I say: that new and relevant road is 
your road. You will be part of the new 
leadership.” 
Today, four young s t u d e n t s lie 
dead, slain on the c a m p u s of Kent 
State University in the heartland of 
America. And on other campuses from 
coast to coast, the violence and disor­ 
der is greater than at any time in our 
history — and involves far more than 
the little-thinking, violence-prone mi­ 
nority whose demonstrations you con­ 
demned in that same speech. 
YOU PROMISED, Mr. Nixon, to 
withdraw our t r o o p s from Vietnam. 
But you sent them into battle in Cam­ 
bodia. 
You promised to pursue peace at 
the conference table. But in frustra­ 
tion when that failed, you resumed the 
bombing of North Vietnam. 
You promised draft r e f o r m. But 
the resulting lottery system has done 
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TO SPEAK of Europe as a 
“ third force” is. in part, hy­ 
perbole. The two nuclear su­ 
perpowers hold the balance be­ 
tween life and death. But, as a 
stabilizing factor, a united Eu­ 
rope can contribute im m easur­ 


ably to the peace and security 
of the world.
